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The Grand Canyon forest preserve was established by President 
Roosevelt, November 28, 1906, for the protection of wild animals. 
This act authorized the president to set aside areas within the Grand 
Canyon forest reserve for the protection of game animals and to be 
rcognized as a sanctuary and breeding place. For 18 years these 
preserves have been protected, although the region formerly was a 
gréat Indian hunting ground.. The deer herd has increased from 
3000 to 20,000. It is estimated that the birth rate is about 5000 
to 8000 of which about one-half survive. 


MINING ON UPGRADE 
From all indications it appears that 1925 will far surpass 1924 
in the matter of returning prosperity.

But I am opposed to any policy 
of competition in building and maintaing land or set armaments. 
Our country has definitely relinquished the old standard of dealing 
with other countries by terror and force, and is definitely commit- 
ted to the new standard of dealing with them through friendship 
and understanding. This new policy should be constantly kept in 
mind by the guiding forces of the army and navy, by the congress 
atid by the country at large. I believe it holds a promise of 
great benefit to humanity. I shall resist any attempt to resort to 
the old methods and the old standards. I am especially solicitous 
that foreign nations should comprehend the candor and sincerity 
with which we have adopted this position.” 

In line with this position the president has signed the bill 
recenty passed by congress authorizing. the expenditure of $111,360,- 
000 to modernize several ships of the navy, to build eight scout 
cruisers and six revenue gunbxoxats. This recommendation is in 
lite with his ideas of adequate yet sane national defense, and does 
not ith his anxiety and candor in the matter. 
In his budget message of December 2, President Coolidge ex- 
pressed the same thought when he said: 

“This nation is at peace with the world We no longer have 
ifiternational competition in naval construction of major units. We 


are concerned primarily with maintaining adequate preparedness.
